Cancer - 
Research | 


Sir Frederick Gowland Hopkins, Jn 
an address ‘recently, satd there . wad 
justification for an optlnistic outlook 
in cancer research “which the lay 
public should be persuaded to share. 
He was speaking at the new. laborn- 
tories of the Jmperlal Cancer Re- 
search Fund ut Mill Hit, which were 
boing opened by Lord Hallfax 

Referring to the present position of 
the cancer problem Sir Frederick said 
if the pos tlon be reviewed calmly 
and without prejudice, ft surely 
showed reasons for much satisfaction. 
Progress towurds un understanding of 
the actual nature of the disorder was 
increasing remarkably fest, and when 
u full understanding of this came, a 
happy solution of the whole probiem 
would not be too for distant. New 
constelations of Iluminating facts 
continued to appear above the horl- 
zon of knowledge, and it was not too 
much to hope that at any time some 
pregnant iten of new” knowledse 
might appear among them, which, 

ke a pole star, would point directly 
to the right path for effective action. 
Such o consummation might come 
soon or in # more distant future. 
Meantime the patient efforts of In+ 
vestigators must continue, 

With the asstirance that fundamen- 
tal knowledge concerning the actual 
nature of cancer was continually In- 
creasing, together with the realisation 
that success in treatment grew with 
the cllniclan's fnereasing ‘skill and 
equipment, there was-surely fustifi- 
cation to-day for an optimistic out- 
look, It wan most desirable that 
the lny public should be persuaded 
to share in such optimism. 

CANCER CAUSATION 
Speaking earlier of some of the 
levelopments of cancer research, he 

sald that, while It had long been 
known that prolonged contact with 
tur could induce cuncerous growth, 
brilliant experimental work during 
the lust few years had extended this 
empirical knowledge on remarkable 
tines. The combined efforts of the 
pathologist and organic chemist had 
shown that it was certain’ specific 
substances fn tor which were alone 
responsible for the effects. The 
exact constitution of these substances 
wos known; and others related to 
them had been artificlally synthesised 
and their graded capacity for induc- 
ing cancer carefully determined. 

‘The interest: inherent in such facts 
was increased by the circumstances 
that these - cancer-producing sub- 
stances, though differing from then 
in details, were yet akin chemically 
to substances natural to the body. 
for instance, to the hormones which 
controlled certain of the functions of 
sex. It hnd been shown that In ex- 
perimental animals subjection to pro- 
longed administration of a sex fore 
mone encotiraged the growth of 
glandular cancer, especially cancer 
of_the_breast... On_the_ other_hand.

Recent developments in blochemt- 
cal knowledge and technigue -had 
made it possible to compare cancer 
cells with normal cells in respect 
both of their chemical composition 
and their metabolic activities, and a 
number of notable differences. were 
being: revealed, some of which might 
prove to be highly illuminating. 

How fur a virus was to be looked 
upon os a necessary and universal 
factor in. cancer causation was not 
yet a settled question, and opinions 
appeared to differ regarding the 
answer. It} was sure, however, that 
such an agent pkiyed un smportant 
part in the general fleld of morbid 
yrowth, Many new facts were sup- 
porting thls claim. [t twas note- 
worthy, for Instance, that os cntisa- 
tive factors, chentical agents and a 
virus inight display interrelationships 
and n mutual Influence. The circum- 
stanee that virus activitles-in gencral 
were- being studicd intensively at 
many centres, and In many connec- 
tlons, could not fail to assist the 
speclalised necds of cancer research.

Duane a debate in the House of 
Lords recently on fears of a de- 
clining birthrate, Viscount Dawson of 
Penn, the King’s Physician, discussed 
why women to-day do not have urge 
families. 


* He sald that the immediate causc 
of the diminution In the birth-rate 
was birth control. which was extend- 
ing in all classes and creeds. 


Women to-day had a larger outlook 
thon their predecessors, and were de- 
termined that thelr maternity should 
be a matter of choice and not chance. 


“Birth control,” he continued, “has 
come hand in hand with the growth 
of a greater value attaching to indi- 
vidual child life. The mothers of to- 
day have never been beaten in the 
way they traln' their children. Why, 
then, do they not have more? 


“The chief reason. js anxiety ‘in 
some form or other. The fear of un- 
employment Is one, ' but, dhose who 
think that the smaller the population 
‘the more chance their, children have 


e . SAPs s ° 
Big Families 
of employment do not realise that a 
decline in population deprives the 


country of producers, which will ultl- 
mately increase ‘unemployment.” 


High taxation excrted influence, 
this being reflected in the number of 
women who continued their jobs 
after marriage. In a’ London store

CANCER CAUSATION 

Spenking carer of some of the 
developments of cancer research, he 
said that, while it had long becn 
known that prolonged contact with 
tar could induce cancerous growth, 
brilliant experimental work during 
the last few yenrs had extended this 
empirical knowledge on remarkable 
lines. The combined efforts of the 
patholoyist and organic chemist had 
shown that it was certain specific 
substances In tar which were alone 
responsible for the effects. ‘The 
exnect constitution of these substances 
was Isnown; and others related to 
them had been artificially synthesised 
and thelr graded capacity for induc- 
ing concer carefully determined. 

The interest inherent in such facts 
was Increased by the circumstances 
that these cancer-producing sub- 
stances, though differing from them 
in detalls, were yet akin chemleally 
to substances natural to the body.

Ho works, therefore, moro out of 
fear than out of hope; and if war came 
fear and hunger would as n matter of 
courso bo redoubled. How Jong could 
propaganda succeed In driving him on? 

That is where the economic break- 
down of tho totalitarian States will 
ultimately be reached—When the 
people themselves sce that poverty is 
the reality and propaganda merely the 
facade of the oppression under. which 
they live, .

"Immediately they received my 
reply, the Japanese commenced the 
bombardment and = heavy - shells 
caused considerable damage 
the city, At 8 p.m. the Chinese 
battalion under Colonel Ho Chi-feng 
had succeeded In routing the Japan- 
ese who retreated to Sakang where 
they consolidated their position In 
defence works which had been con 
structed by Chinese troops in the 
summer of 1935. 

“Mennwhile the Pelping authorities 
uititude had stiffened, fresh — rein- 
forcements begin to urrive on both 
xides and eventually the Polltleal 
Council of Hopel and Charhar sent 
counter demands to the Japanese 
asking for an Immediate withdrawal 
from Fengtal and Wanp!ng: 

“That night we staged a night raid 
on the Japunese positions, but they 
were well protected in their defence 
works and our raid met with little 
success, At midnight I received a 
telephone call: from Pelping saying 
that the Japanese. had agreed to their 
demands. In return for the Japanese 
evacuatlon of the Wanping disrtict, I 
wos told, the Chinese regular troop$ 
should withdraw to the outskirts of 
the city and a Peace Preservation 
Corps 300 strong under General Shih 
You-shan would urrive in Wanping 
from North Hopei to replace the 
regulars, 

“The Peace Preservation Corps, 
however, did not arrive the next 
morning July 9, and it was revealed

“With thelr arrival, the Japanese 
troops went through the movements 
of withdrawal, but their move was 
obvious. Actually they ‘were rein- 
forcing positions on the outskirts and 
ulthourh I complicd by evacuating 
the Chinese regulars as my part of 
the, negotiations, I realised the 
cleverness of the Japanese strategy 
In. manoeuvring me Into having only 
a few regulars and 300 unarmed 
pears Preservation Corps in my little 
clty. 

“The subsequent negotiations 
were not successful and inter- 
mitlent fighting between my few 
remaining regulars occurred until on 
July 12 1 was agaln summoned to 
Pelping, to partake in negotiations, 
On my journey I saw the concentra~ 
tlon of Jopanese troops, and I had 
“rim forebeditigs as to how equal the 
‘negotiations’ would be, 

“To cut a long story short, Jt wns 
while I was partaking in the so-called 
negotiations that 1 received word 
that the Japanese had launched a 
major offensive on Wenping. Later 
this led to n general attack by the 
Chinese 29th Army and. the Sino- 
Japanese war had commenced with a, 
vendeance. 

“EF owas ordered {o evacuate 
Wanping on. July 30 when the 29th. 
Army withdrew from Pelping to 
southern Hopel after the Chinese 


rejection of the Jupanese ultimatum 


on July 27 and the battle of Nan- 


yuan. | . 

“T left my Hitle clty with tears In 
my cyes. It was reduced to a 
shambles after 23 .days’. Japanese 
bombardments . and the casualties 
among the ~oorer clvillans who could 
not evacunte were terrible. 

Dat it was a worthy loss. From, 
the ashes of Wanping hns sprung the 
new Chinese unlty and national 
emancipation. 

“Sometimes I sincerely regret that 
I d{d sot die with. the city... but 
perhaps my life hos been preserved 
to enable me to sce the Chinese re- 
enter Wenping,” concluded = Mr,

THE GUN due! in Lee Yuen Street on June 5, in which one of 
the robbers and a detective were shot and ultimately dicd, had its 
sequel in tho Criminal Court this morning when Lau Man-chu waa 
charged before Mr. Justice R. E. Lindsell with (a) ossault with 
intent to rob, and (b) unlawful possession of arma and ammunition. 


The case is proceeding. 


The jury were Messrs. J. W. 
Clayuc (foreman), Wong Fong-chi, 
Lau Hung-choa, C. L. Barr, Chu Kai- 
yue, Chan Tak-on and Man Yan- 
tong, . * 

Mr. J, B. Prentis, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, prosecuted. Prisoner was 
not legally represented. . 

Following the ovidence of Dr. 

Alvares, of the’ Queen Mnry Hos- 
pital, Mr. V. C. Branson, Govern

The defendant was not in Court 
and was represented by Mr, C, A.

Sergeant A, G, Wheeler said that 
on June 26 he had instructions to go 
to the China Merchants wharf where 
the s.s. Tal Poo Sele was about to tie 
up. On the wharf he saw Inspector 
G, Fowler of the S.P.C.A. and learned 
that he wns there for the same pur- 
pose, 

No Alley-ways 

Sergeant Wheeler said that be saw 
the whole of: the deck space amid- 
ships lald out with erntes of pigs and 
covering the whole of. the deck space. 
He noticed that there were no alley- 
ways between the pigs, and it would 
have been impossible to walk between 
the crates. The pigs were loaded in 
such a way that they were facing in 
all_directions, * 

“I qlso noticed that under the 
second lot there were no poles or any 
support of any kind and also that 
there was no matting of any kind’ 
inside the -crates,"” sald Sergeant 
Wheeler, and added thot the Captain 
had said that it was not his fault,

Great Britain has £700.000,000 of 
gold, ns well as probably £3,000,000,000 
of forcign securitics, France has 
£500,000,000 of gold and a very big 


reserve of sccuritics. 
+k theso colossal reserves 
would be bound to tell 
in the end, oven if Russia nod the 
United States were unwilling lo supply 
on credit to the democratic 
countries, In this senso it ls o vita) 
truth that the Faselst Governments 
have used up oll thelr reserves already. 

Becondly, there is tho crucial ques- 
tion of the staying power of the people. 
If war did.come, the German worker 
would start It having already endured 
five years of over-work, under-payment,

The Chinese started a fresh 
jcounter-drive on the city on 
Sunday night. Closing in from 
Vihieee! directions, they engaged 
in’ heavy fighting .with some 
2,000 Japanese, who offered 
stubborn resistance behind their 


strong defences. 

Steadily pressing back the enemy, 
the Chinese broke into the city by 
the northern gate at 5 a.m, yesterday. 
Bloody street fighting ensued. Chin- 
ese plain-clothes guerillas who had 
filtered into the city beforchand, os 
well as armed Chines¢ volunteers, 
assisted in cornering and decimating 
the Japanese. Huge fires were start- 
ed, razing rows of houses to the 
ground. 

Unable to withstand the fierce 
Chinese onslaught, the Japanese fied 
by_the south gate,__They were attack- 
cd by Chinese gucrillns outside the 
city and sustained further losses. 

Armpow, Lungwu, Linchow, Powpu, 
Puyeung and other points along the 
Chiochow-Swatow have also been 
recuvered by the Chinese. 

The situation at Chungshan Is re- 
ported quiet. The Japanese war~ 
ships anchored off Chukchow and 
Matun in the district of Sunwul have 
departed. —Central News,

Tinned-Salmon Scandal! 


He then referred to the Nine-Power 
Treaty and also alluded to the recent 
Japanese tinned salmon scandal, say- 
Ing. “A few days ago, we learned 
that [t was proposed that we should 
purchase £1,700,000 worth of Japan- 
ese tinned salmon.” 

He recalled statistics on what had 
been bought from Japan during past 
years and at what cost, and he point- 
ed out that Japanese fishing interests 
had refused to participnte in any 
International fishing confcrence. 

He accused Japanese fishermen of 
practising pirate salmon-fishing off 
the Pacific Coust of the North Ameri- 
can continent. : 

“The result is that Japan is able 
to dump salmon on the British mar- 
ket by unfair competition with Cana. 
dian exporters," Lord Davies assert 
ed, Japanese salmon wus labelled 
with the intention of deluding British 
buyers into thinking the fish came 
from Canada. .
